Everywhere we see 
increased emphasis upon infirmity and dispensary features in In- 
stitutions for the Insane. Tho entire plan of tho n.ew hospital hangs 
upon the conception of insanity as sickness, not as a kind of legal 
disability. The new hospital in action will preserve the picture of 
a general hospital as well as tho more specialized arrangements en- 
tailed by the complex psychology of our patients. Daily varied treat- 
ment of all'patients, with attention to the .bodily as well as the men- 
tal features of their different forms of disease, will prevail through- 


out. 
Physicians, nurses, and attendants will bo filled with these 


medical -ideals, which rmist shortly spread to the patients, their 


friends, and the public. 


When the conception of insanity as a form of disease, not mere- 


ly as a kind of legal disability, has been embraced by the laity, the 
lot of the insane and particularly of the (borderland cases, the ner- 
vous "prostrations" and "breakdowns" will tie alleviated. 
The out- 


ipatient department of the new institution has been specially designed 
to deal with these cases, which can he dealt with by specially train- 
ed physicians and a corps of social workers who will never lose 


•sight of the patient's Individuality.
